THE CIGARETTE HABIT. 


IS 
BECOM ING 
MORE 
POPULAR 


AMONG CHICAGO W O M EN. 


Smoking Outfits for Ladies in Depart­ 
ment Stores an Indication of 
Practice— Some Shops 
Cater to Sex. 


Chicago.—The 
cigarette 
habit 
is 
growing in popularity among Chicago 
women. This is vouched for by the to­ 
bacco dealers, the beauty doctors, the 
hairdressers 
and 
by certain physi­ 
cians. T he tobacco dealers, who ought 
to know, say they did not realize, un­ 
til a few weeks ago, the extent to 
which the cigarette craze had spread 
among women. How they did learn it 
was through the scare that was caused 
by the announcement that after a cer­ 
tain date cigarettes could not be “ sold 
legally in Illinois. 


Shortly after the newspapers print­ 
ed accounts of the cigarette's obituary 
the tobacco dealers say they were 
flooded 
with 
telephone 
calls 
from 
women, all of whom wanted to know 
how much truth there was in tho re­ 
port that the new; law was to become 
effective. Of course none of the wom­ 
en who called up would give their 
names or addresses, but the fact that 
they called convinced tho dealers that 
some of the cigarettes that had gone 
out over their counters had not been 
smoked by the men who took them 
away. The dealers say that compara­ 
tively few women purchase their own 
cigarettes. 
The beauty doctors learn of the ci­ 
garette habit as it applies to women 
by the presence of the odor on their 
customers* breaths when they visit 
the beauty shops. Most of the women 
smokers indulge the habit at night, 
the beauty doctors say, so that all 


traces ex tbs weed may be removed 
from their breath before the following 
evening. 
Some of the beauty shops 
have operators whose duty It is to re­ 
move cigarette stains from the fingers 
of their patrons. 
That women smoke cigarettes to no 
small extent Is proven by the presence 
on the counters of the department 
stores of complete cigarette smoking 
outfits. 
There are dainty little liand- 
painted ash trays and match boxes; 
silver scissors and holders, the latter 
designed to prevent the fingers of tho 
smokers from becoming stained. Also 
there are cigarette boxes made espe­ 
cially to hold the small, tightly rolled 
Mexican cigarettes, which are 
tho 
kind used largely by women. In one 
of the State street stores the young 
woman behind the counter in which 
these things were displayed said that 
business seldom was dull in her de­ 
partment. 
The physicians of Chicago rapidly 
are learning that women smoke cigar­ 
ettes to to an extent t Hat is none too 
good for their health. Some of those 
women who have called in a physician 
to treat them for certain nervous mal­ 
adies have been indignant when the 
same physician ordered them to give 
up cigarettes. Always they deny that 
they have used tobacco in any form, 
but the doctors say that excessive 
cigarette smoking never fails to lq|ve 
its peculiar effect on the heart action, 
and that they seldom are deceived by 
those who try to make them believe 
they never smoke. 
Over on the west side are several 
small cigarette 
shops 
which 
cater 
especially to women. The brand of 
“coffin nails” made by them diCTo/i 
materially from those smoked by men. 
They are longer and not so thick. On 
one end is a mouthpiece of hardened 
paper to prevent the tobacco 
from 
coming in actual contact with the lips. 
None of the downtown dealers could 
estimate, tu figures, tile extent of the 
h ab it They all agreed that most of 
the feminine smokers were women of 
the fashionable world and that the 
passion for cigarettes is on the in­ 
crease. Because the cigarettes con­ 
sumed by the 
women 
seldom 
are 
bought directly by them there is no 
willy of telling, the dealers say, just 
how many women are taken with the 
h ab it 


BUGS O VER R U N TO W N . 


Lock Haven Has Snakes, Toads and 
Worms to Burn. 


Lock Haven, Pa.—The plagues seem 
to have struck the city.

ago a blacksnake was discovered in 
the cellar of the Cupper & Nitscha 
tobacco house, on Bellefonte avenue, 
but it continually eluded its would-be 
slayers. 
Irater a blacksnake, supposedly the 
sam e o n ^ entered the rear door o f the 
Louis Cluster grocery, causing a hasty 
retreat on the part of the clerk. Miss 
Miriam Sykes, who. 
as 
might 
be 
imagined was greatly frightened and 
fled to the street. 
His snakeship was 
left in full possession for a few min­ 
utes and was then shot. 
A large blacksnake got away in the 
St. Charles hotel, and was found in 
the rolled curtain above the transom 
over the door, from which it was dis­ 
lodged and killed. 
After the recent rain thousands of 
tiny hoptoads appeared on the streets 
and sidewalks of the city. They were 
especially numerous on W ater street, 
about the mayor s office and attorney's 
row. 
But a pest far more destructive la 
the cutworm, which devours vegeta 
tion. 
It is something over an inch in 
length and as thick as a lead pencil. 
The worm remains under the ground 
during the daytime, working on the 
roots of the plants, and 
at 
night 
comes forth and devours the leaves of 
tho red beets, 
beans, 
cabbage, 
to­ 
matoes, potatoes, and even eats holes 
into small green 
tomatoes 
on 
the 
stalks. 
It Is also doing bad work in 
many of the tobacco fields.

W hat virtue is there in the secrecy 
with which the doctor hedges about 
his profession? 
"Professional etiquette** “occupies a 
prominent place in the curriculum of 
every medical school, and when strict­

analyzed “professional etiquette" 
seems to mean “doing w hat is best for 
the 
doctor, 
individually 
and 
col­ 
lectively.’* 
Among the things that. “Is best for 
the doctor” is the w riting of his pre­ 
scriptions in Latin, and thus keeping 
the public in Ignorance not only of 
what it is taking for its ills, but forc­ 
ing a call upon the doctor each time 
a prescription Is needed. 
In plain and unmistakable English 
the writing of prescriptions in Battu 
makes business for the doctors. 
Let us say that you have the ague 
You had it last year and the year be­ 
fore. 
Each time you have visited the 
doctor and he has prescribed for you 
—in Latin. 
You have never known 
what he has given you for the disease, 
snd so each time you are forced to go 
to him again and give him ai. oppor­ 
tunity to repeat his proscription—in 
Latin, and his ft e—in dollars. 
If you ask the doctor why he uses 
I^itin in writing his prescriptions, why 
he writes “aqua” when he means wa 
tor, he will give you a technical dis­ 
sertation on the purity of the Latin 
language, aud the fart that all words 
are derived from it. etc. 
it will be a 
dissertation that you may not be able 
to answer, but it will hardly convince 
you. 
It would be a good thing for tho pub­ 
lic to devise a lift!** code o f ethics of 
its own; ethics that will be “a good 
thing for tho public individually and 
collectively/’ 
Let us apply one of the rules of this 
code of ethics to you. the individual. 
You call in the physician when you 
have the ague, the grippe, or any of 
the other ills to which human ff(*j*h is 
heir, and which you may have again 
some day. 
The doctor prescribes—in 
Latin, and you take this, to you, mean 
Ingless scribble to the druggist to 
have it compounded. 
Right here is 
where you come in, if you are wise. 
Say to the druggist that you want a 
translation of that prescription. It is 
your privilege to know what you are 
taking. 
While the doctor’s code of 
ethics may not recognize this right it 
is yours just the same. 
With the translated prescription in 
your possession you have two distinct 
advantages. 
You know w'hat you are 
taking, and should you wish to call 
some other doctor at some time you 
will be able to tell him what drugs you 
have been putting into your system, 
and also if you should have the same 
disease again you ran save yourself 
a visit to the doctor, and his fee, by 
taking this translated prescription to 
the druggist once more and having it 
refilled.

Colossal 
Wooden 
Likeness of 
First 
President Is, It Is Claimed by 
the Owner, One Hundred 
Years Old. 


New York.—Every now and then a 
relic of revolutionary times of which 
little has been heard comes to the pub­ 
lic notice. 
In the 
possession of 
a 
Harlem tobacco dealer is a colossal 
wooden statue of George Washington. 
The owner. Joseph Liebman, says it 
is IOO years old. 
In the colonial days 
there wras 
a 
statue of 
King George 
in 
Bowling 
Green park. 
After the struggle for 
independence this 
statue 
was 
re­ 
placed by one of George Washington. 
It was of heroic size, and according to 
the information obtained by Mr. Lleb­ 
man it was the first statue of George 
Washington erected in this country. 
The statue is nine feet five inches 
from the base to the top and weighs 
SOO 
pounds. 
Gen. 
W ashington 
is 
wearing 
the 
continental 
uniform— 
ong blue coat with brass buttons, buff 
breeches and riding boots. 
The right 
arm is extended and the left, carrying 
his hat, is resting on his hip. On the 
right side is a fob and watchchaln. 
Mr. Liebman has looked up the his­ 
tory of the statue, and he says that it 
was put up in 1792. 
It stood for 43 
years, when It was decided to make 
some improvements in the park. 
The 
city officials looked over the statue 
and decided that it was too old-fash­ 
ioned and not dignified enough for the 
city because it was of wood. 
As a. 
result it was sold at auction to a Mr. 
Jacques, a collector of things of the 
revolutionary period. 
He paid $250 
for it and sent it to South Norwalk, 
Conn., where it remained 
until 
he 
died, in I860, when it was sold again. 
The purchaser this time was Antonio 
Decorato. who lived in this city, hut 
eventually it fell into the nands of 
Frank Theobold, the tobacco dealer. 
Mr. Theobold sold his business to 
Mr. Liebman, and with 
it went 
the 
statue. 
Its present owner puts a high 
value on it. 
He says it is worth $5.- 
000—at least he has been told that by 
persons who 
profess to have some 


knowledge of the subject. 
Mr. Lieb­ 
man says he has been advised by Dr. 
Kelley of the City History club to hold 
on to the statue, as it is sure not to 
depreciate in value from the collec­ 
tor’s standpoint. 
During the 
centennial of 
1889 
it 
had a place on the temporary arch at 
W ashington square. 
It is a fine piece 
of work and it was admired by thou­ 
sands. It would have gone to the Chi­ 
cago w’orld’s fair had those in charge 
of the arrangem ents here known of 
its existence in time to send it. 
At 
the time Senator Depew sent a letter 
saying that he did not find out about, 
the statue until too late to have it 
shipped. 
Mr. Liebman has made 
many 
in 
quiries from tho Sons of the Revolu 
tion and the Colonial Dames about the 
statue. He is not rich, he says, and he 
finds that the competition in his trade 
is pretty stiff, but he intends to bold 
on to the statue.

THE CIGARETTE HABIT. 


IS 
BECOMING 
MORE 
POPULAR 


AMONG CHICAGO WOMEN. 


Smoking Outfits for Ladle* in Depart- 


ment Store* an Indication of . 


Practice—Some Shops 


Cater to Sex. 


Chicago.—The cigarette habit Is 


Crowing In popularity among Chicago 
women. This Is vouched for by the to- 
bacco dealers, the beauty doctors, the 
hairdressers and by certain physi- 
cians. The tobacco dealers, who ought 
to know, say they did not realize, un- 
til a (ew weeks ago, the extent to 
which the cigarette craze had spread 
among women. How they did learn It 
was through the ware that was caused 
by the announcement that after a cer- 
tain date cigarettes could not be~sold 
legally In Illinois. 


Shortly after the newspapers print- 


ed accounts of the cigarette's obituary 
the tobacco dealers say they were 
flooded with telephone calls 
from 


women, all of whom wanted to know 
how much truth there was In the re- 
port tlmt the new. law was to become 
effective. Of course none of the wom- 
eu who called up would give their 
names or addresses, but the fact that 
they called convinced the dealers that 
some of the cigarettes that had gone 
out over their counters had not been 
smoked by the men who took them 
away. The dealers say that compara- 
tively few women purchase their own 
cigarettes. 


The beauty doctors learn of the ci- 


garette habit as it applies to women 
by the presence of the odor on their 
customers' breaths when they visit 
the beauty shops. Most of the women 
smokers Indulge the habit at night, 
the beauty doctors say, so that all 


trace* el tb« weed may fee removed 
from their breath before the following 
evening. Some^of the beauty 'shop* 
have operators whose duty It IB to re- 
move cigarette stains from the finger* 
of their patrons. 


That women amoke cigarettes to BO 


small extent Is proven by the presence 
on the counters of the department 
stores of complete cigarette smoking 
outfits. There are dainty little hand 
painted ash trays and match boxes; 
silver scissors and holders, the latter 
designed to prevent the fingers of the 
smokers from becoming stained. Also 
there are cigarette boxes made espe- 
cially to hold the small, tightly rollec 
Mexican cigarettes, which are 
the 


kind used largely by women. In one 
ot the State street stores the young 
woman behind the counter in which 
these things were displayed said that 
business seldom was dull In her de- 
partment. 


The physicians of Chicago rapidly 


are learning that women smoke cigar- 
ettes to to an extent that is none too 
good for their health. Some of those 
women who have called in a physician 
to treat them for certain nervous ma] 
adles have been indignant when the 
same physician ordered them to give 
up cigarettes. Always they deny thai 
they have used tobacco in any form 
but the doctors say that excessive 
cigarette smoking never fails to l*»ve 
Its peculiar effect on the heart action 
and that they seldom are deceived by 
those who try to make them believe 
they never smoke. 


Over on the west side are several 


small cigarette 
shops which cater 


especially to women. The brand ol 
"coffin nails" made by them diuo/i 
materially from those' smoked by men 
They are longer and not BO thick. On 
one end is a mouthpiece of hardened 
paper to prevent the tobacco 
from 


coming in actual contact with the Hps. 


None of the downtown dealers could 


estimate. In figures, the extent of tbe 
habit. They all agreed that most ol 
the feminine smokers were women o! 
the fashionable world and that the 
passion for cigarettes is on the In- 
crease. Because the cigarettes con-

makes business for the doctors. 


Let'us say that yon have the ague 


Tou had it last year and Ihe year be- 
lore. Each time you havo visited the 
doctor and he has proscribed for you 
—In Latin. 
You bav« never known 


hat he has given you for the disease, 


and so each time you are forced to go 
to him again und give him au oppor- 
tunity to repeat his proscription—in 
Latin, and his fen—in dollars. 


If you ask the doctor why he uses 


L^Uln in writing his prescriptions, why 


writes "aqiuv" when ho nieann wa- 


ter, he will give you a technical dis- 
sertation on the purity of tho Latin 
anguagc, ami the fact that all words 
are derived from it, etc. It will be a 
dissertation that you may not be abla 
:o answer, but it will hardly convince 
I'OU. 


It would be a good thing for tho pub- 


ic to devise a liitlo code of ethics of 
ts own; ethics that will be "a good 
:hlng for the public individually anil 
collectively."

advantages. You know what you are ' 
aking, and should you wish to call 
ome other doctor at some time you i 
rill be able to tell him what drugs yon j 
iave been putting into your system, ' 
md also If you should have the same 
Isease again you can savo yourself ; 


a visit to the doctor, and his fee, by 
aking this translated prescription to 
he druggist once more and having? it 
efllled.

Colossal Wooden Likeness of First 


President ts, It Is Claimed by 


the Owner, One Hundred 


Years Old. 


New York,—Kvery now and then a 


relic of revolutionary times of which 
little has been heard comes to the pub- 
lic notice. In the 
possession of 
a 


Harleni tobacco dealer is a colossal 
wooden statue of George'Washington. 
Tho owner, Joseph Liebman, says it 
IB 100 years old. v 


In tbe colonial days there was a 


statue of King George in 
Bowling 


Green park. 
After the struggle for 


independence this 
statue 
was 
re- 


placed by one of George Washington, 
[t was of heroic size, and according to 
the information obtained by Mr. Lleb- 
man it was the first statue of George 
Washington erected in this country. 


The statue is nine feet five Inches 


Trom the base to the top and weighs 
SOD 
pounds. 
Gen. 
Washington 
Is 


wearing the continental 
uniform- 


long blue coat with brass buttons, buff 
breeches and ridiug boots. The right 
arm is extended and the left, carrying 
his hat, is resting on his hip. On the 
right side is a fob and watchcham. 


Mr. Liebman has looked up the his- 


tory of the statue, and lie Bays that it 
was put up in 1792. It stood for 43 
years, when It was decided to make 
some improvements in the park. The 
city officials looked over the statue I 
and decided that it was too old-fash- 
ioned and not dignified enough for the j 
city becnuBo it was of wood. As a, 
result It was sold at auction to a Mr. 
Jacques, a collector of things of the 
revolutionary period. 
He paid $250 


for it and sent it to South Norwalk. 
Conn., where it remained 
until he 


died, in 1860, when ft was sold again. 
The purchaser this time was Antonio 
Decorato, who lived in this city, but 
eventually it fell into the hands of 
Prank TheoboM, the tobacco dealer. 


Mr. Theobold sold his business to 


Mr. Liebman, and with it went the 
statue, Its present owner puts a high 
value on it. He says'It is wortb $5,- 
000—at least he has been told that by 
persons who profess to have some 


knowledge of the subject. Mr. Lieb- 
man says he has been advised by Dr. 
Kcllcy of the City History club to bold 
on lo the statue, ns it Is aure not to 
depreciate in value from the collec- 
tor's standpoint. 


During the centennial of 1889 it 


had a place on the temporary arch at 
Washington square. It Is a fine piece 
of work and It was admired by thou- 
sands. It would have gone to tbe Chi- 
cago world's fair had those In charge 
of the arrangements here known of 
its existence iu time to send it. At 
the time Senator Depew sent a letter 
saying that he did not find out about 
the statue until too late to have it 
shipped. 


Mr. Liebman has made many In- 


quiries from the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion and the Colonial Dames about the 
statue. He ts not rich, he says, and he 
finds that the competition in his trade 
is pretty stiff, but he intends to bold 
on to the statue.

POPULAR 


AMONG CHICAGO WOMEN. 


Smoking Outfits for Ladle* in Depart- 


ment Store* an Indication of 


Practice—Some Shops 


Cater to Sex. 


Chicago.—The cigarette habit Is 


growing in popularity among Chicago 
women. This Is vouched for by the to- 
bacco dealers, the beauty doctors, the 
hairdressers and by certain physi- 
cians. The tobacco dealers, who ought 
to know, say they did not realize, un- 
til a (ew weeks ago, the extent to 
which the cigarette craze had spread 
among women. How they did learn It 
was through the scare that was caused 
by the announcement that after a cer- 
tain date QEarettes could not be'sold 
legally In Illinois. 


Shortly after the newspapers print- 


ed accounts of the cigarette's obituary 
the tobacco dealers say they were 
Hooded with telephone calls 
from 


women, all of whom wanted to know- 
how much truth there was In the re- 
port tlmt the new. law was to become 
effective. Of course none of the wom- 
eu who called up would give their 
names or addresses, but the fact that 
they called convinced the dealers that 
some of the cigarettes that hart gone 
out over their counters had not been 
smoked by the men who took them 
away. The dealers say that compara- 
tively few women purchase their own 
cigarettes. 


The beauty doctors learn of the ci- 


garette habit as it applies to women 
by the presence of the odor on their 
customers' breaths when they visit 
the beauty shops. Most of the women 
smokers Indulge the habit at night, 
the beauty doctors say, BO that all 


trace* el the weed may fee remove*1 
from their breath before the following 
evening. Some^of the beauty 'shop* 
nave operators whose duty It IB to re- 
move cigarette stains from the fingers 
of their patrons. 


That women smoke cigarettes to BO 


small extent Is proven by the presence 
on the counters of the department 
stores of complete cigarette smoking 
outfits. There are dainty little hand- 
painted ash trays and match boxes; 
silver scissors and holders, the latter 
designed to prevent the fingers of the 
smokers from becoming stained. Also 
there are cigarette boxes made espe- 
cially to hold the small, tightly rolled 
Mexican cigarettes, which are 
the 


kind used largely by women. In one 
ot the State street stores the young 
woman behind the counter in which 
these things were displayed said that 
business seldom was dull In her de- 
partment. 


The physicians of Chicago rapidly 


are learning that women smoke cigar- 
ettes to to an extent that is none too 
good for their health. Some of those 
women who have called In a physician 
to treat them for certain nervous mal- 
adies have been indignant when the 
same physician ordered them to give 
up cigarettes. Always they deny that 
they have used tobacco in any form, 
but the doctors say that excessive 
cigarette smoking never fails to l*»ve 
Its peculiar effect on the heart action, 
and that they seldom are deceived by 
those who try to make them believe 
they never smoke. 


Over on the west side are several 


small cigarette 
shops which cate 


especially to women. The brand o 
"coffin nails" made by them dlC?3?i 
materially from those' smoked by men 
They are longer and not BO thick. On 
one end Js a mouthpiece of hardeaec 
paper to prevent the tobacco 
from 


coming in actual contact with the Hps 


None of the downtown dealers couh 


estimate. In figures, the extent of UN 
habit. They all agreed that most o: 
the feminine smokers were women o 
the fashionable world and that the 
passion for cigarettes is on the In 
crease. Because the cigarettes coi 
stimod by the 
women 
seldom are 


bought directly by them there Is no 
wSly of telling, the dealers say, ju: 
how many women are taken with the 
habit.

What virtue la Uinre in the secrecy 


•with which the doctor hedges about 
his profession? 


"Professional etiqrlette" "occupies a 


prominent place In the curriculum or 
every medical school, and when, strict* 
]y analyzed "professional eMquetto" 
seems to mean "tloins what is host for 
the 
doctor, 
Individually 
anil 
col- 


lectively." 


Among the things that "Is beat for 


the doctor" is the writing of his pre- 
scriptions In Latin, and thus keeping 
the public in Ignorance not only of 
what It la taking for its ills, but forc- 
ing a call upon the doctc-r each time 
a prescription is needed. 


In plain and unmistakable English 


the writing of prescriptions in JjiitUi 
makes business for the doctors. 


Let'us say that yon have the apne 


Tou had It last year and Ihe year be- 
fore. Each time you liavo visited the 
doctor and he has proscribed for you 
—In Latin. 
You bav« never known 


what he has given you for tiie disease, 
and so each time you are forced to go 
to him again and give him au oppor- 
tunity to repeat his proscription—in 
Latin, and his fen—in dollars. 


If you ask the doctor why he uses 


Latin in writing his prescriptions, why 
he writes "aqiuv" when ho means wa- 
ter, he will give you a technical dis- 
sertation on the purity of tho Latin 
language, ami the fact that all words 
are derived from it, etc. It will be a 
dissertation that you may not be abla 
to answer, but it will hardly convince 
you. 


It would be a good thing for tho pub- 


lic to devise a liitlo code of ethics of 
its own; ethics that will be "a good 
thing for the public individually anil 
collectively." 


Let us apply one of the rules of this 


code of ethics to yon, the Individual. 


You call in the physician when you 


bave tho ague, the grippe, or any of 
the other ills to which human fleah ts 
heir, and which you mny-havo again 
some day. The doctor prescribes—in 
Latin, and you take this, to you, mean- 
ingless scribble to the druggist to 
have It compounded. Right here la 
where you come in. If you are wise. 
Say to the druggist that you want a 
translation of that prescription. It is 
your privilege to know what you are 
taking. 
While the doctor's code of 


ethics may not recognize this right it 


yours Just the same. 
With the translated prescription in 


your possession you have two distinct 
id vantages. You know what you are 
taking, and should you wish to call 
some other doctor at some time you 
will be able to tell him what drugs you 
lave been putting into your system, 
and also If you should have the same 
disease again you can savo yourself 


visit to the doctor, and his fee, by 


taking this translated prescription to 
:he druggist once more and having? it 
refilled.

FIGURE OF WASHINGTON. 


Colossal Wooden Likeness of 
First 


President Is, It Is Claimed by 


the Owner, One Hundred 


Years Old. 


New York.—Every now and then a 


relic of revolutionary times of which 
little has been heard comes to the pub- 
lic notice. In the possession of 
a 


Harleni tobacco dealer is a colossal 
wooden statue of George'Washington. 
Tho owner, Joseph Llebman, says it 
ts 100 years old. v 


In the colonial days there was a 


statue of King George in 
Bowling 


Green park. 
After the struggle for 


ndependence this 
statue 
was re- 


placed by one of George Washington. 
[t was of heroic size, and according to 
the Information obtained by Mr. Lleb- 
man It was the first statue of George 
Washington erected in this country. 


The statue is nine feet five Inches 
from the base to the top and weighs 
SOO 
pounds. 
Gen. Washington 
Is 


wearing tho continental 
uniform—- 


long blue coat with brass buttons, buff 
breeches and riding boots. The right 
inn is extended and the left, carrying 
his hat, is resting oti his hip. On the 
right side is a fob and watchchaln. 


Mr. I.fobman b:is looked up the his- 


tory of the statue, and lie Bays that It 
was put up in 1792. It stood for 43 
years, when It was decided to make 
some improvements in the park. The 
city officials looked over the statue 
and decided that it was too old-fash- 
ioned and not dignified enough for the 
city because it was of wood. As a, 
result It was sold at auction to a Mr. 
Jacques, a collector of things of the 
revolutionary period. He paid $250 
for it and sent It to South Norwalk, 
Conn., where It remained until ho 
tiled, in 1860, when it was sold again. 
The purchaser this time was Antonio 
Decorato, who lived in this city, but 
eventually it fell into tho hands of 
Frank Theobold, the tobacco dealer. 


Mr. Theobold sold his business to 


Mr. Liebman, and with it went the 
statue. Its present owner puts a high 
value on it. He says'it IB worth $5,- 
000—at least he has been told that by 
persons who profess to have some 


knowledge of the subject. Mr. Lieb- 
man says he has been advised by Dr. 
Kclley of the City History club to bold 
on to the statue, as it Is sure not to 
depreciate in value from the collec- 
tor's standpoint. 


During the centennial of 1S89 It 


had a placo on the temporary arch at 
Washington square. It la a fine piece 
of work and It was admired by then- 
sands. It would have gone to the Chi- 
cago world's fair bad those In charge 
of the arrangements here known of 
Its existence iu time to send It. At 
the time Senator Depew sent a letter 
saying that he did not find out about 
the statue until too late to have It 
shipped. 


Mr. Liebman has made many In- 


quiries from the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion and the Colonial Dames about the 
statue. He ts not rich, he says, and he 
finds that the competition in his trade 
is pretty stiff, but he Intend* to bold 
on to the statue.
